The books are a uni­ 
form set sent out by headquarters of 
the Army, and are very thorough and 
business-like n their make-up. 
We find four sources 
of 
bicorne, 
j First, collections from religious meet­ 
ing s: second, tambourine collections 
! from business men. and from door to 
jdoor; third, donations, including reg­ 
u la r monthly contributors and occa- 
atonal donors; fourth, special Lund. 
In this fund we find items entered 
like the I . D. (Vs recent gift. the 
charity ball gilt, the Christmas fund, 
etc. 
Also income from services and 
solicitations. 
We were especially interested in 
the other side of the ledger, because 
it is sometimes rumored that large 
sums are raised and sent out ot our 
city or used iii fat salaries. We found 
first, a carefully itemized account of 
current expenses, as rent 
of 
hall, 
where Captain and Mrs. Nelson have 
modest quarters, also the room for 
holding services at a monthly rent 
of $15. 
The most interesting item 
of current expense was that of salary. 
Like our Cnited States a rm y , officers 
are rated according to rank. 
A cap­ 
tain is allowed $13 per week if mar­ 
ried; lf not, $9. 
A salary cannot be 
paid out of the special fund. only 
from the other sources, and full sal­ 
ary cannot be drawn until after all 
other current expenses 
have 
been 
paid. 
We found that the 
present 
com­ 
manding officer. Captain Nelson, is 
therefore entitled to $13 per week, or 
$598 for the 40 weeks’ work here. The 
I books show that he has received only 
$277.70, or an average of $0.03 per 
I week and there is due him $320.30; 
but, according to the rules of the 
I Army, he has no recourse for back

severely and unexpectedly behaved 
by the death of a husband and father. 
“I have ne#cr discussed the ques­ 
tion of woman suffrage, and have no 
desire now to express any views on 
that subject. It is simply a matter of 
business with me, and I shall try to 
perform that business as a sensible 
woman should do. 
“When a sheriff is elected, on Feb­ 
ruary 17, I will retire from office and 
will then resume my place in life as 
a quiet member of society, and en­ 
deavor to raise my children as it be­ 
comes a mother to do ” 
When the county court apno'nted 
Mrs. Williams to succeed her hus­ 
band it also ordered a special election 
to be held February 17, to elect a 
sheriff for the unexpired term. 
While the republicans have a po­ 
litical majority of 200 or more in the 
county, a great many voters express 
themselves as favoring the pobcy of 
giving Mrs. Williams the benefit of 
the term for w’hich her husband was 
elected, and there is a likelihood she 
could be elected. 
The county court, which appointed 
her, Is #oin posed of two republicans 
and one democrat, and the democrats 
generally are very complimentary of 
the action of the court in setting aside 
politics, and feel that it is a proper 
thing to do for that party to now name 
her for the balance of the term.

In the first place, Palin knows corn. 
If there were no more proof of this 
fact than the bare story of the devel­ 
opment and discovery of the champion 
ear. it would lie enough.

“On the day the champion ear was 
found, I was at the house, and a4 din­ 
ner time one jf the men brought it in 
and laid it, with a number of other 
cars, upon the w indow sill in he w'ell 
room for me to take and put away in 
the seed home.
